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INTRODUCTORY 


In  tlic  lollowiny;  j^i^^'s  is  contaiiuMl  in  j)!)  losophic  narrative* 
the  liistorv  of  tlu'  (iesrcndants  of  l)avi(l  (rale  of  Snlton,  Mass. 
'I'lie  record  is  lacking'  in  many  esstMilials,  due  in  part  to  lack  ot' 
time  and  means  wherewitli  to  trace  the  family  tree  more 
completely. and  due  also  to  some  to  wliom  the  author  has  written, 
nejj^lectini^  to  u;ive  sullicient  information,  and  in  some  cases  to 
give  any  informatiim  at  all.  It  is  hoped  however  that  the  (lene- 
alogy  will  ^ive  the  reader  an  idea,  at  least,  of  the  family's  his- 
tory and  what  it  has  as  a  unit  accom)>lished  in  the  world.  'i'he 
work  published  by  Hon.  (ieo.  Gale.  Ll^.  1).  f)f  (T<desville.  Wis., 
in  1  S66  entitled  the  "  (iale  I'^imily  Records"  and  containini^  the 
chronology  of  the  family  from  the  time  of  its  migration  to  America 
in  tlie  early  sixteenth  century  to  the  date  of  publication, 
may  be  consulted  by  tiiose  desiring  inf(»rmation  concerning  their 
more  distant  cousins.  judge  (lale  lost  track  of  our  branch  in 
Massachusetts  and  the  only  mentic)n  made  of  it  is  on  page  55  of 
the  Gale  Family  Records,  where  a  briiM*  sketch  is  given  of  David 
(rale  of  Sutton,  and  a  partial  list  of  his  children.  Thus  it  will  be 
seen  that  this  (ienealogy  begins  with  c)ur  branch  at  j^recisely  the 
same  place  that  it  is  left  ot'f  in  the  Gale  Fa.mily  Records.  I'or 
the  benefit  of  tliose  who  may  wish  to  jirocure  a  copy  of  Judge 
(ialc's  work, we  will  state  that  copies  may  be  ordered  of  his  son. 
(reorge  (lale.  attorney  at  law,  Galesville,  and  that  the  j>rice  is 
$2.50.      The  bo  »k  contains  254    jKiges    and  four  steel   engravings. 

It  has  becMi  the  aim  of  the  author  in  the  following  j)ages  t(> 
give  a  clear  and  candid  statement  ot  facts.  His  relationshii> 
with  those  mentioned  in  the  work  he  has  not  intentionally  allowed 
tf)  interfere  with  the  accuracy  and  im j)aj  tiality  of  what  he  has 
written.  Wherever  the  facts  atid  his  accjuaintance  with  them  has 
justified  it.  he  has  not  hesitated  t<j  commend,  1 1  is  only  regret 
is  thc.t  sometimes,  because  ot'  lack  of  information  and  sometimes 
because  it  was  not  deserved  he  could  n<. t  do  so. 

The  predominant  characteristics  of  the  (iale  I'amily  may  be 
summed  up  as  honesty,  industry,  thrift,  conservatism,  jiositive 
opinions,  and  strong  jirejudices.  In  some  cases  there  has  been 
an  al)normal  development  of  two  of  these  traits,  thrift  and  con- 
s'; ry^tir.rn,  "the.   one     producing   greed    and    selfishness    and     the 
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nlh.T  l)i^(.lrv  and  narrowness.  I'rrliaps  llir  one  \\\\\v^  which 
sonn-linn's  has  retarded  the  icrowlh  and  ]>r< .,i;ress  ot  the  lamdy 
niMsi.  is  iis  (  (»nM'rvati.>ni.  which  when  carried  l< .  an  exlreme  l-)inds 
one  tasl  lo  the  worn  oiil  Iradilioiis  and  n.iirow  con*  eplions  ot  iho 
jiasl.  Tlieri-  have  Ix-en  l)\it  iCw  who  woidd  climi)  up  oul  ol  t'nc 
nil  .\\\(\  hi-eak  awav  from  ihe  chcrishi'd  ideals  ol   iheir  torel.ilhers. 

There  is  a  vast  difference  in  f.imilies.       In  some,  l  liemeniSers 
are  as  nnlike  as  people   of  differenl    nal'ons.

de.ii^raded  bv  a  few.   who  do  not  know    anv  belter,  lint  one     whicii 

is  ee^uallv  as  necessary  to  societv  and    fully   as   resjUMiabu'  .is   ih.e 

daintier  castes.      Ai^riculture  has  been  the  occupation  follow  ed  by 

mfist  of   ihrm.    althoujLj^li    of    late  years  a    i^rowin^  proportion    are 

entering  the   trades  and    j)rofessions.        l"ew    have   been    total  rib- 

stainers  but  with,    hardly  an    exception    thev    have   all    been    sol-er 

an<l  temperate  in  habits.      I'olillcs  has   been  a   subiect  wiiich    h.is 

iilways   engrossed     their  attention    and    the    great  maioriiy    have 

been  and  are  close   SLiidcnts  of  the  trend  f)f  governmental    affairs 

Men    of    intense    loyalty    to    their   convictions    thev    have    alwav> 

stood    scpiarcdy   and    uncom j^romisingly   tor   iustice    and    ecjrntv. 

Over  ninety  per  cent  of  the  voters  in  the  familv  have  always  been 

members  of  the  Democratic  jKiriv. 

In  religious  belief  the  (iales  as  a  f.mdly  are  lil)erai.  A  large 
number  of  them  have  never  affiliated  with  any  church,  preferring 
to  tliink  indei)endently  of  irondioun*!  creeds  or  articles  of  faiir.. 
The  majoritv   of   those   who  have  been    members   of  a  chvirch   ar^ 
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I'niversalists,  but  tlie  teiulency  toward  iiuici^ciulcnt  tliink^iiii; 
grows  stronj^er  witli  tlie  passing  years.  Men  with  a  strong  l(»ve 
for  freedom  they  are  naturally  averse  to  being  lettered  by  ecclesi- 
astical f)rdinances  and  have  preferred  to  be  guided  in  matters  of 
conscience  and  duty  by  their  own  reason  and  intuition  rather 
than  tlie  fixed  customs  of  a  sectarian  organization.  While  there 
may  be  differences  of  opini(ui  on  this  subjecl.  it  is  certain  that 
the  record  of  the  family  has  been  an  honorable  one,  and  its  inem- 
bers  have  been  people  with  strength  of  character  and  high 
standards  of  living. 

As  we  look  back  into  the  valley  of  llie  years,  over  whose 
mis*y  deptlis  the  dim  and  mouldering  veil  of  anti(|uity  is  float- 
ing, we  are  justly  proud  o\  our  family  and  its  hisloiy.  To  be 
sure  it  has  produced  no  great  statesmen,  warriors  or  millionares. 
but  it  has  added  to  the  great  whole  of  things  its  own  (|uota  of 
usefulness  and  done  its  own  share  in  the  I'ullillnuMU  of  the  small, 
and  sometimes  forgotten  duties  of  life.  What  its  future  will  be 
it  is  not  given  to  us  to  know,  but  whatever  it  may  be,  it  remains 
for  tlie  children  of  the  twentieth  century,  to  so  live  that  when  wc 
have  gone  the  way  of  the  silent  multitude,  we  may  hand  down  to 
those  who  follow  in  our  foot  stejis  that  jiroudest  heritage  that 
mortal  man  can  leave,  an  honored  name.  Some  there  are  who 
will  mount  from  out  of  the  din  of  unceasing  warfare  to  the 
glorious  heights  of  victorious  triumph;  some  will  sink  beneath 
the  seething  torrent  and  failure  mark  them  as  her  own;  and  some 
will  pursue  the  even  tenor  cf  their  way  in  the  tji.iet  of  solitude 
and  retreat.  Which  destiny  shall  be  ours  is  for  us  to  determine, 
but  whether  in  victory  or  defeat,  in  the  heat  of  battle  or  in  the 
silence  of  the  simple  life,  let  us  so  «)rder  our  lives  that  the  world 
will  be  better  for  our  having  lived.

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EARLY  HISTORY  OF  THE  GALES 


The  orii^inal  liomc  of  tlic  i  ialc  t'ainily  was  in  lla-  liii^lilaiuls  oi 
Scotland.  l)Ul  it  is  pro])al)lo  tliat  tlic  pro.i^onitors  of  tlu-  faniil\  came 
to  Scotland  from  Pluvnicia  or  some  comury  on  the  continent  ])rior 
to  the  invasion  of  Julius  Ca:sar.  In  the  Scotch  lan^auai;e  (iaoU 
means  a  slranj^er  (plural,  (iaoill),  and  ( laolhltudi.  tlie  country  oi 
the  Scots  who  sj)eak:  I'jimlish.  There  is  a  tradition  that  when  the 
Romans  landed  on  the  coast  of  Scotland  ahout  55  il  r.,  lar^c  nuni- 
bers  of  the  Celtic  tribes  inhabiliiiL,^  the  coimtry,  ^^'^thered  on  the 
shore,  and  shouted.  "  (laoill !  (iaoill!"  meanin^'^  "Stranirers! 
.Stranjj^ers !  "  and  that  thenceforth  the  Roman.s  nicknamed  them 
(lael  and  (lallie.  At  Ih-st  the  term  was  apjilied  to  all  the  in]ia1)ilants, 
but  eventually  the  name  became  Iimite<l  to  a  p.'jrticnlar  tribe,  from 
whom  are  descended  the  l*jiL;iish  and  American  stock  of  ( iales. 
In  Lower's  "  Dictionary  of  Family  Names  in  the  United  Kin,L,Ml(^m." 
published  in  [>ondon  in   iXi'x).  we  read  the  followinjj^ : 

"dale,  a  Scottish  1  I.ij^hlander.  (iale.  Hundred  Rolls,  1273.  Two 
Saints,  (lalle.  occur  in  the  Roman  calendar,  one  of  Which  wa>  a 
.Scotch  abbot. 

"(lael.  The  ( iaels  of  Charlton  Kinj^s,  Coimty  ( iloucesler.  Ikivc 
written  themselves  at  \'arious  ])eriods.  Cialle,  ( lale,  (lael,  and.  orii;i- 
nally  De  ( lalles.  If  this  be  correct  the  family  may  have  l)een  of 
Welsh  origin  in  An^lo-Saxon  times  when  that  countr}  was  knov.T: 
as  ( ialles  or  <  ialc^."' 

I  lowever.  Ivn^li'-h  writers  i;enerally  aj^ree  thai  the  name  is  of 
Scotch  derivation,  and  that  the  family  were  .Scotch  llinhlanders 
who  came  south  and  settled  in  ICnj^land.  It  i^  (>vident  that  tiic 
dales  i)elon<;ed  to  the  landed  s^entry  of  hjii^land  before  the  Xonr-aii 
invasion,  and  remaining'  loval  to  their  sovereiL,m.  liarold.  Uieir 
lands  were  contiscated  by  William  the  Conciueror.  'i'lie  Dnmexiay 
r»ook.  conu.>iled  by  Williaiu  in  10X5,  and  containinj^^  a  h^i  t>f  tV.e 
landed  estates  in  l'Ji<;land  at  that  time  for  ])ur])oses  oi  tax. iron, 
names  several  estates,  formerly  dwned  bv  the  (iales.  ;h.-il  li.it".  been 
iriven  to  Xorman  adventiu^ers.  Anoni:;-  them  are  "  (i.'d,"'  in  Scir<>p- 
shire;  "  ( laleshore."  in  Devonshire  Tavitone ;  and  "  ( iah<iiic.-"  in 
Dorsetshire.  After  the  thirteenth  centurv,  however,  most  of  liusc 
contiscated  estates  were  recovered  by  the  heirs  of  tlieir  ori^ir.ab 
(nvntM's.  an<l  .-'t  the  Dresent  time  there  are  branches  of  the  fanrilv 
in  ^'orkshire.  Devonshire,  dloucestershire.  Worcestershire,  and  \,r>n- 
don. 

Amomr  the  i)romin(MU  (Iales  in  i'.ULdand  were  the  R«.\-.  TIw..- 
philus  ('ale.  bo'-n  .'it  iviuL^'s  TriLdUon.  Devonshire,  i(»2S.  .111, i  d!e<I 
in  London  iC»7S.  lie  was  a  distiuLniishetl  nonconformisi  minister, 
wro^e  n\'uiv  reli«dous  W(M-ks.  and  at  his  d'-alh  willed  his  lar^e  iibrarv 
to  llarvard  Colleee  in  America.  Rev.  Tinnias  (iale.  D.  D..  divuv. 
critic,  and  di^tiu'^uished  anti(|uary,  was  born  at  .^crntnn  in  ^i'\iC\ 
and  died  .\pril  2H,   1702.      A  conlemjiorary  writer  refers  tn  l.nn  as 
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"  the  <^(H)(1  Dean."  Mis  son.  Ro^cr  (  laio,  J^s(|.,  of  Scrnton.  Ixjrn  mi 
\(^/2.  was  numlicT  of  I'arliaintnl  for  Xortliallorton.  autlior  of  tlic 
"  i<c';;islrnni  I  lonoris  dc  Richmond."  tlio  first  vice-president  of  the 
Society  of  Anti(|naries,  and  treasurer  of  the   i\o\al   Society.

The  ( lale  faniil\-  in  America  dates  hack  l(»  the  migration  of  four 
hrothers  from  I'ji^land  in  ihe  sevenleenlli  centr.ry.  Tliey  were, 
Jolin  (iale,  who  settled  in  l*o>ton  in  \<\^4:  Richard  at  W'aterlown, 
Mass.,  in  lC)4o:  luhnund  at  ("amhrid^e.  in  \(k\2\  and  liui;h  at  Kit- 
torv  or  '^'ork  in  1^)^-^.  lohn  (laic  died  xouni''  and  unmarried. 
Richard,  our  ancestor,  married  and  had  tour  children,  from  whom 
have  descended  over  two  thousand  individuals.  Another  l)ranch 
of  the  family,  numheriuji::  onl\  ahou^t  seven  hundred  or  eiiiht  hundred 
at  tiie  most,  is  su])|)osed  to  have  descended  from  l^dnunid  (lale. 
'}lu_nh.  ])rol)al)ly  had  no  issue. 

/XmouL]^  the  most  distiuLiuished  of  the  family  in  this  country  was 
Kev.  (leori^e  W Mshin^ton  (lale.  a  I'reshyterian  minister.  l)oru  I78(); 
died  iSf)^.  Rev.  Mr.  (lale  founded  the  city  of  ( laleshm'j^h.  111., 
and  Knox  College  in  that  city,  lie  also  estahlished  the  ( )iieida 
Manual  l.ahor  Institute  at  W'hiteshoro.  \.  ^'.  Mon.  ( leorj^o  (iale, 
IJ,.  I).,  horn  iXi().  foun<led  the  city  of  ( lalesville.  Wis.,  in  1S54, 
and  (lalesville  I'niversity  in  1S35.  lie  |)uhlished  in  iSr»^)  the  dale 
hamily  Records.  Dr.  Leonaid  D.  (lale.  A.  I'...  A.  M..  of  New 
'S'ork  City,  horn  i.Soo.  was  .\ssistant  I'rofessor  of  Chemistry  in  tlic 
College  of  IMiysicians,  New  ^'ork  :  I'rofessor  of  Mineraloi^v  and 
CJeolo^y  in  Xew  ^'ork  I'niversity;  Professor  of  Chemistry  and  act- 
inia i)resi(lenl  of  Jetfvrson  College,  at  Washington,  Miss.,  and  for 
eleven  \ears '  Chief  ICxaminer  of  Patents,  at  the  Patent  Oftico. 
W'ashiujL^ton,  D.  C  Rev.  Xahum  ( lale.  D.  I).,  of  Lee.  Mass.,  Ixirn 
i8i2,  was' a  distinjuuished  Con^reij^ational  minister,  and  the  author 
of  numerous  thec'lojii^ical  works.  Dr.  j.  S.  (lale,  a  Presl)\ tcrian 
missionary,  puhlished  the  K(^rean-h'nL;lish  Dictionary  in  1897.  W. 
11.  dale,  of  J.eosburgh,  \"a..  married  the  dauLihler  of  Senator  Pdack- 
hurn,  of  Kentucky.  John  A.  (lale.  of  I'.iniihamton,  X.  Y.,  born 
i8r)(),  (lied  n;()7.  was  a  well  known  tlnancier.  Z<Mia  (lale  is  a  fiction 
writer  and  contrihtites  to  several  hiiih-class  maua^Jncs.

Mo.,  where  ho 
opened  a  high-class  cigar  and  confectionery  store  on  the  corner 
of  ()live  and  Twelfth  streets.

Norwich,  Jan.  21.— Another  name  has 
been  added  to  the  list  of  Chenan^o- 
county  authors  In  the  person  of  Linn 
A.  E.  bale,  of  Oxford,  who  has  just  had 
publlBhed  a  Genealogy  of  the  Gale 
Family.  The  genealogy  Is  neatly  bound 
in  cloth  and  contains  22  half-tone  en- 
gravings of  prominent  members  of  the 
lamily.     The  Gaios,  it  explains,  are  of 
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Scotch  origin,  migrating  to  England  at 
f»n  early  period.  The  history  of  the 
family  in  this  country  Ih  traced  back 
to  four  brothers  who  came  over  in 
about  16-10,  and  an  unl^roken  record  of 
the  family  l.s  given  for  the  past  IVo 
years,  covering  over  600  indlvidualts. 
Unlike  many  works  of  thi.s  kind,  the 
genealogy  is  not  a  mere  compilation  of 
dry  statistics  but  gives  complete  bio- 
graphical sketches  of  most  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  family,  including  place  of 
residence,  occupation,  politics,  church 
and  frnternal  connections,  characteris- 
tics and  anecdotes  of  interest.  In  bri»"f, 
it  contains  an  Immense  amount  of  in- 
forjuation.  and  Is  written  in  a  very  in- 
teresting  and    entertaining   style. 

Mr.  Gale,  the  author,  is  a  young  man 
a  little  past  17  years,  and  is  a  student 
at  Oxford  Academy  in  his  junior  year. 
He  has  displayed  considerable  literary 
talen*.  and  has  gained  a  reputation  .'is  a 
reporter  and  newnpapor  correspondent. 
The  preparation  of  the  Gale  Goncalo.ry 
•was  no  r.ght  task,  and  only  a  pers-n 
of  marked  ability  and  ceaselpss  perse- 
verance could  have  completed  so  ardu- 
ous an  undertaking,  and  at  the  samo 
time  attended  to  tne  duties  of  home 
and  school.  The  book  Is  a  valuable 
one  from  a  statistical  and  historical 
standpoint,  and  as  an  example  of  cor- 
rect literary  style  and  rhetorical  nAi.sh 
would  do  credit  to  older  and  more  ex- 
perienced writers.
